What's New In Release 3.0 ? 


The Office system and the 7 applications are now considered to be a 
single integrated application with 7 functions. The name of the program is 
Lisa 7/7 and its price including the operating system is $695. For current owners 
the upgrade price is $150 and this applies even if they did not buy all the applications 
originally. Lisa 7/7 should be in dealer's hands by August 1, 1984.

The Workshop is also being upgraded and will include QuickPort and a 
compiler that will produce code for either Lisa or Macintosh. The C compiler 
that is coming will work with Pascal and programs may contain any 
combination of Pascal, C, and 68000 assembler. The Workshop availability is 
uncertain, but probably September. 

QuickPort applications will run on the desktop and have two kinds of 
windows: one is for standard READLN, WRITELN operations in Pascal, and 
the other is for graphics. Cut and paste will work in either window and can 
be taken anywhere that text or graphics can normally go. The application 
must do all the activity inside the graphics window, and there is no 
pull-down menu support for application specific functions. QuickPort is an 
application that was written with the Toolkit.
